TOUR OF EUROPE

The rlollowing {s the first Install-
ment of a series of articles by Prof.

.In response (0 your request for an
account of my recent trip to Europe,
limits of space and time will permit
me to give only a few rambling notes,
whicii by no means give an adequate
Idea of the pleasure and profit I de-
rived from the journey.

Mrs. Bonham and I sailed from New
Orleans on June 3, by the North Ger-
man Lloyd steamer Breslau. There
were only 120 cabin passengers, 8o
we soon become acquainted and made
some very pleasant f{riends
Lthe 18-day voyage, which also enabled
us to discover what careful and ex-
pert navigontors the Germans are.

Bremen, our f{irst stop, is a splen,
did, energetic town. Despite the
guiint houses and rambling streets,
it I8 thoroughly wide-awake and im-
pregses visitors with its cleanliness
and beauiy. I never realized what
roses could be until I saw the parks
In Bremen.

From Bremen we went to Cologne,
where, of course, the finest Gothic
cathedral in the world received mcat
of our attention. In this city we took
our first ride on a European -street
car. We weren't going anywherea in
particulay, just got on the car to
escape the rain. I handed the con-
ductor the smallest coin in my
pocket, a mark (about 24 cents). He
gave me two tickets, but no change,
and let us ride to the end of the line.
I soon noticed that the nativer, on
getting in, would announce what they

wished to pay—ten pfenning, twenty-|

[ive pfenning, etc. The conductor
gave them slips of different colors,
according to the amount they paid,

Next we went to Brussels, the beau-
tiful city of the gallant little kingdom
which has recently put new meaning
into Caesar’s “horum fortissim! sunt
Belgac.” Personally, 1 prefer Brussels
to* Paris; it Is more homelike (also
they make the Best pastry In the
world). The Delgians I found to be
the landscape gardeners of any people
with whom I became acquainted. Weo.

which Europeans detect the Ameri-
can, One evening I wanted a paper
to sec what was at the theatrea.

Un-
til this wisit had never heard of
Wiertz, tho gr’eat Belglan painter. He
wae & poor boy of genius, but for lack
of funde ¢ould not pursus his art
studies.

In French that would have
miade Prof. DBroussard’s soul writhe,
I tried to fmpress on the waiter that
we "didp't want sherbert, but ice
cream. Finally he scemed to under-
stand and said, ‘“Je coinprends, vous
desirez a cold cow."” The cold cow
turned out to be a gluss of sour milk
with a few flakes of lco In it

- We left Paris on July 3, as we wish-
ed 5 epend the Fourth In Columbus’
birth place. After a beautiful trip,
through picturesgue lowlands amn
mountalns, we afrived about dusk at
Lausane, the most beautlful spot in
the world, I verlly helieve. An immac-
ulately clean city, with qunlnt ‘houses,
rises in terraces up the mountain
slde; every terrace, every yard, every
\vindow. is ' gorgeous with owers,
and at the foot of the city is Lake
.Geneva, bluer than a freshman after
the midyear exams; about it rise ma-
jectis mountains, many of them snow-
capped, others shrouded in clouds.
